ember 13th to March Sist a shipper 
or consignee will have only 24 hours 
to load or unload, and any cars not 
released at the end of the 24 hours 
will be subject to a demurrage charge 
of $2 for the first day and $3 for every 
succeeding day. But the Grain 
Growers’ Guide is calling attention to 
the fact that this may work injustice 
tothe western farmer, He may live 
miles from a railway, and he does not 
know when the car he has asked for 
will arrive. The Guide asserts that 
a farmer fives miles from a siding, in 
loading a 60,000 pound car to its 
capacity will have to travel something 
like 180 miles with his teams, and if 
the car is not loaded in the 24 hours 
the penalty begins, But the moment 
the car is loaded all restrictions van- 
ish It may stand on the siding for 
a week and may not reach its desti- 
nation for six weeks, but there is no 
penalty for that. To the ordinary 
lay mind it does seem that while 
the demurrage charge against the 
shipper may be a wise and just one, 
there should also be a demurrage 


to forward loaded cars within a rea- 
sonable time, and also if it fails to 
deliver them at their destination with: 
out undue delay. If the farmer fails 
he is penalized $2 or $3.a day. Why 
should the railway also not be subject 
to the same law.--The 
Guardian,

auditor shall have the right of access | 
to the books and accounts, cash and 

securities, documents and vouchers, of 

the bank, and shall be entitled to re- 

quire from the directors and officers of 

the bank such information and ex- 

planation as may be necessary for the 

performance of his duties. 

This auditor shall report back to the 
shareholders giving the result of his 
examination of the bank’s books and 
uccou nts. 

Section 56a makes provision that the 
finance minister may direct and re- 
quireany auditor appointed toexamine 
und inquire specially into any of the 
plans or business of any bank. and 
such auditor shall at conclusion of 
his examination and inquiry report 
fully to the minister the results there- 
of. 


Extenpinc Crrcunation 


Sections 61 grants an enlargement 
of the powers of the banks with re- 
gard to extending their circulation. 

Besides the privilege of circulating 
notes for the amount of their unim- 
paired paidup capital, they are accor- 
ded the privilege under this section 
of extending their circulation for the 
amount of gold coin and dominion 
notes held for the bank in the central 
gold reserves. These reserves will be 
held-in trust by three trustees ap- 
pointed by the Canadien, Bunkers’ ass 
sociation, und a fourth trustee appoin- 
ted by the finance miuister. The 
trustees so appointed shull receive 
such amounts in current gold coin 
and dominion notes, or either, as any 
bank may desire from time to time 
to deposit with them. The amounts 
so deposited are referred to as “central 
gold reserves.” 


Loans To Farmers 


Section 88, sub-section 2, reads: 
“The bank ,may lend money to a 
farmer upon the security of his thesh- 
ed grain (of any kind) grown upon 
the farm,” while sub-section 3 reads: 
“the bank may lend money to a 
rancher upon the security of his cat- 
tle.” 

Section 99, sub-section 2 contains 
the following provision: “No agree- 
ment by a bank to sell the whole, or 
any portion of its assets to another 
bank shal) be made jinless and until 
the minister in writing giving his 
consent.” (Calgary Herald)

“One of the particularly good pur- 
chases this time.’ Mr. Marshall 
said, ‘was buying twenty head fromm 
James Brown of Norval. the most 
sucesssful breeder of dairy shorthorns 
in Ontario. In this herd we have 
four young cows and four heifers of 
particularly good milking qualities, 
as well as being good big, square 
shorthorn cattle. 

“These heifers were sired by But- 
terfly King, which was imported 
seven years ago by Robert Hiller, of 
Stouffville. We located this bull on 
Mr. McAvoy’s farm at Claremont, 
and bought it. The animal is not 
only perhaps, the finest individual 
dairy shorthorn bull in Ontario, hut 
has proved to be the best stock get- 
ter. We are bringing this bull to 
Alberta. The animal will be placed 
ui tue Lac, witu 4% 
first-class cows from Ontario. Y 

“Another purchase included seven 
yearling bulls from Mr. Brown's 
farm. They are out of the best 
producing cows in Ontario, We 
also have a yearling, sired by old 
King Buttertly, and three good young 
dairy shorthcrn bulls, In the course 
of a few months we expect to offer 
these for sale to farmers who are 
striving to build up shorthorn herds 
of good milkers. Most of this stock 
was purchased iv the counties of Mid- 
dlesex and Peel and in the southern 
part of Ontario. 

“We purchased the two cows that 
took first place in the Guelph dairy 
test for shortborns, also a fine cow 
from Messrs. Mansfield and Ross 
of Manstield, Obio. This animal was 
the first in the shorthorn dairy test 
at the International Fat Stock Exhi- 
bition in Chicago. 

Mr. Marshall said he found a lively 
interest at Chicago and various parts 
of Ontario in the miiking strains of 
shorthorns. At the annual meetiag 
of the American Shorthorns Associ- 
ation, Chicago, during the Intermat- 
ional Fat Stock Exhibition, a breeder 
of dairy shorthorns was elected « 
member of the board of directors for 
the first time.

ODORS AND MO!STURE 


A Scheme That Is said to Improve the 
Sense of Smeil 
The most striking fact connected 
with my schvol career, said the prep 
school graduate was a peculiar abil- 
ity on @he part of our commandant to 
detect the faintest odor of smoke in 
@ room on hiy daily inspection. The 
school I attended was of the military 
variety, and smoking was a rather 
serious offence. No matter how 
much a room had been aired or fanned 
with wet tow.ls previous to the inspec: 
tion, the offeuder was always caught. 
After I had received my finishing 
touches and become a citizen I made 
so bold as te inquire from what pe 
cullar dispensation of providence the 
ability was given to detect one mol>- 
cule of smoke in a hundred cubic 
feet of pure tir. The old boy smile! 
and binding ™e to secrecy, imparted 
the reason of his wonderful ability. 
Then he took me to a boy’s vacated 
room and told me to wet my finger 
and rub my nostrils with {t and sniff. 
Lo and behold, where before ther: 
seemed no talnt in the atmosphere 
was now detected that smell of old to- 
bacco smoke! Since then I have 
taught school myself and have used 
the trick occasionally, entirely for ex- 
perimental purposes, however. 
| I have also sought the scientific ox- 
planation, but with little success. {t 
may, however, be somewhat analogous 
to the process of tasting. You know 
{t is impossible to taste anything that 
is not dissoived in water or is not a 
liquid itself. So the moisture on the 
nostrils must carry the smaller partl- 
cles of smoke in a more or less damp 
state to the olfactory nerve ends and 
thus make che smell more apparent. 
At least this is the only explanation 
I have ever found for the phenomen- 
on 


The same thing can also be used 
for detecting other odors and I have 
found it useful on a number of occas- 
ions for this purpose, both in analytl- 
cal chemistry, when only a small par- 
ticle of a certain material is avail 
ably for analysis and in detecting 
faint perfume from flowers that are 
ordinarily quite odorless,

Old Man Cuts Wife’s Throat at Her 

Aeyuest>, Then Hangs Himself 

A few days ago when a police 
magistrate who had been summon 
by the concierge entered the raom 02 
cupied by M. and Mme, Jan Van 
den Bosch in the Rue de Transvaal, he 
found the woman, who was 73 years 
old, dy!ng on the floor with her 
throat cut, while her busband’s body 
was suspended: from a hook in the 
ceiling. 

The man had kil'ed his wife with 
her permission, and then committed 
suicide in order to end a life of pov- 
erty, 

The couple ilved in Belleville, which 
{s one of the slum quargers of Paris, 
for six years, and made a precarioue 
living by selling odds and ends of 
every kind, from o'd bicycle tyres and 
trusty tools .o imitation jawelry, at 
the weekly market which is held at 
the La Villette gate of Paris. 

M. Van den Bosch was formerly a 
very rich man, His wifes father had 
been official painter to the court of 
the Netherlands, and his pictures and 
miniatures sold for high prices. He 
had villas at Nice and Ostend, and 
his daughter was brought up in lux 
ury. When she married M. Van 
den Bosche, however, her father had 
fost his fortune and she was penniless. 

Both M. Van den Busch and his 
wife were regarded by their neighbors 
jn Belleville as aristocrats. Despite 
their poverty they had no friends and 
they were always very reserved. 
Their one amusement was to walk to 
St. Mande, where there was a bowling 
club, of which M. Van den Bosch was 
a member. The old man played bowls 
while his wife looked on. 

Two days ago one member of 
the bowling club heard Van den Bosch 
say to his wife: When there is no- 
thing left: we shall kill ourselves 

Of late they sold practiaily nothing 
at the weekly market; thev owed tw 
months’ rents and some tradesmen's 
bills, and on Wednesday they were un- 
ab'e to buy food. 

When the concierge could not gain 
admittance to thelr room she summon- 
ed a magistrate and two gendarmes. 
A locksmith tried unsuccessful'y to 
force the door, whereupon a polic2 
man climbed through a window, 

M. Van den Bosch’s body was still! 
warm. Beside his wife lay a blood- 
stained razor. Mme. Van den 
Bosch was ab'e to whisper a brief ac 
count of the tragedy before she died

BELFAST 18. THE SCENE OF A 
BIG CELEBRATION 


Many Leading Men of the United 
States and Great Britain Give Ex- 
pressions of Appreciation of the 
Peace Between the English Speak- 
ing Nations Which kas Obtained for 
Ninety-eight Vears. 

Belfast.— The celebration of the 
ninety-eighth anniversary of peace he- 
tween the United States and the Bril- 
ish Empire was made the occasion of 
expressions of appreciation by many 
of the leading public men in Great 
Britain, the United States and Can- 


fast Telegraph. 

Earl Grey, former governor-gener- 
al of Canada, wrote: 

The hundred years peace has been 
of untold va.ue/to the political and 
social’ development alike of Great 
Britain, the United States and the Can- 
adian Dominion. We hope to have 
a worthy celebration of the event two 
years hence, 

The Earl of Meath wrote: War be- 
tween the two great branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race let us firmly be. 
lieve to be an impossibi ity in the fu. 
ture. Such a belief will go far to 
make it an ‘mpossibility. 

Secretary o’ State, Philander OC. 
Knox, of the United States, wrote: 

This anniversary serves to remind 
us not*of the termination of a great 
struggle, but of the subsequent pas- 
sing of almost a century of peace and 
goodwill, In this long era of un- 
broken friendship, we English speak- 
ing cousins nave realized and bere- 
fitted from our kinship. Neighbor’y in- 
tercourse and trade have developed 
and grown to colossal proportions. 

G. W. Wickersham, the United 


States attorney-general, wrote: 


The peace established between us 
nearly a century ago has now become 
not only a habit but a condition, one 
which it is unthinkable should ever 
be altered.

ALBERTA LIVE STOCK 


Hundred Thousand Head of Cattle Im- 
ported from Montana I 

Edmonton.—Estimates made by W. 
F. Stevens, live stock commissioner 
for Alberta, with regard to the pro- 
gress of the live stock industry in 
the province of Alberta during the 
year just closing, show a very large 
increase in the number of cattle 
brought into the province. At least 
100,000 head of cattle have been im- 
ported into Alberta from Montana by 
Alberta ranchers, to be used for breed- 
ing purposes. While the beef cat 
tle industry is growing rapidly, the 
most notable feature is the Interest 
the farmers are showing in dairv- 
{ng. Aided by the efforts of the pro- 
vincilal government, which has im- 
ported a large number of pure bred 
stock, the farmers are acquiring herds 
of dairy Shorthorns, this breed being 
said to be the most suitable for th!s 
province, The raising of hogs and 
sheep on the big grain farms in south- 
ern Alberta is becoming an important 
adjunct to the farming businegs; 
while the ranchers are paying more 
attention to the raising of ewes for 
breeding purposes than formerly. 
Marked !mprovement in the conditions 
of hogs and sheep placed on the mark- 
et is noted. 


Settlers Cannot Get Supplies 
Edmonton.—More than one hundred 
team outfits belonging to settlers from 
the Peace River country who want to 
get out to Edson to get their winter's 
supplies are held up north of Atha- 
basca River waiting for sleighing over 
the last stretch of the road, 
Eastern Wheat Country Found 
Quebec.—A French syndicate has 
been formed to develop a large tract 
of land in Levis and Bel’echasse coun- 
ties, which has hitherto been believ- 
ed to be swampy and valueless, but 
which it has been found, will grow 
wheat as fast and &s well as the Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta prairies.

WILL NOT SIGN TREATY 


CHINA DECLINES TO NEGO- 
TIATE WITH GREAT BRITAIN 
Replying to Britain's Recent Note Re- 
garding Tibet, China Refuses to Ne- 
gotiate a New Treaty and Regrets 
the Threat of Great Britain not to 

Recognize the new Republic. 

Peking.—Thina’s reply to the recent 
note of Great Britain calling upon 
China to come to an agreement with 
her regarding Tibet, was de.ivered to 
thea British ambassador here. It is 
courteous in tone, but firmly declines 
to negotiate a new treaty. It cites 
the Anglo-Tibetan agreement of 1908, 
under which Great Britain agreed not 
to interfere in the administration of 
Tibet or annex her territory, China 
undertaking to prevent other nations 
from doing the same, It points out 
that the agreement also provides that 
China must police the trade routes in 
Tibet and protect communications. 

‘he note insists that China has pro- 
perly regarded all’ her obligations, 
China has found it necessary, it says, 
to send large numbers of troops into 
Tibet to do police duty, but the Chin- 
ese government sees no necessity for 
Great Britain to send troops 
from India. 
as much to fne interest of China as of 
Sngland to meintain the present stat- 
us in Tibet. 

Regret is expressed in the note that 
the Indian government showd close 
ull the roass between China and Ti- 
bet by way of India declaring tha‘ 
such an act is rarely resorted to ex- 
sept between nstions at war, It re- 
egrets Great Britain's threat not to 
reccgnize the new Chinese republic, 
saying that recognition would be mu- 
tually advantaseous.

In the second verse the R. V. 
reads: And the earth was (o* became) 
waste and void. In Isa, xiv, 18, wa 
read: He created it not a wuste. We 
know therefore, th:.t the second verse 
does not describe {it as He created 
it. There #re only two other places 
where the words translated: without 
form and void, are used together (Isa. 
xxxiv, 11, Jer. fv, 23) and in each 
there is a uaeso'ation because of a 


cause of a great rebellion. The sug- 
gestion by Pember in “Farth 3 Earl- 
jest Ages” that possibly the devil be- 
fore he fell was in control of this 
earth may be well worth considering, 
but we must walt.

QUEER WILLS, 


Last -Testaments That Have Set the 
cudges Thinking. 

“Tt is shocking to reflect upon the 
litigation which has been occasioned 
by laymen making their own wills.” 

It is not often that the man in-the 
street has a laugh at the expense of 
the lawyers; but when Lord St. Leon- 
ards, the famous lawyer, who was a 
great authority on wills and property, | 
died in 1873, the ordinary layman was 
walking about with a broad grin for 
some considerable time, For not only 
had Lord St. Leonards called the lay- 
man to account for making his own 
will, but he had often declared that 
his will would present to the world a} 
“testamentary masterpiece.’ And yet 
when he died there was probably more 
litigation over his wall than over any 
uther, for the simple reason that it 
could not be found, although certain 
codicils were discovered, It was only 
when the intentions of the testator had 
been proved by these.codicils and the 
recollection cf his daughter, who had 
acted as his secretary, that Lord St. 
Lenoards’ property was finally dispos- 


But Lord St. Leonards was only one | 
of several distinguished lawyers who 
failed to draw up their wills correctly. 
lt was only the other day that it 
was shown that Judge Bacon, whe

All state papers, private letters and 
general correspondence of Kings: 
George III and George IV have beea 
missing from the crown papers, ant 
it was supposed that when George IV 
accended the throne he destroyed his 
fathers papers and afterwards his 
own, 

Their loss has always been deplored’ 
for they covered an immensely inter- 
esting period including the Americar 
war of indevendence, on the inside, 
Listory of which, from the Britis 
side, these documents could shed In- 
valuable light.

A NEW INVENTION 


Safety Appliance is Added to Grand 
Teunk Equipment 
Of eli the caultitude of problems anj 


vailroad official, like his that wears a 
crown, lie uneasily none is of greater 
importance than the safety of passen- 
gers and the stability of equipment. 
A railroad system however carefully 
Organized and efficieat.y manned is a 
human device and accidents are bound 
to occur although reduced to a minl- 
mum, When accidents, in the form 


that many valuable lives are lost and 
that a number of expensive cars are 
reduced to matchwood. Passengers 
realize that their greatest danger Is 
telescoping, ;ut few of them know that 
telescoping is due to the fact that the 
body of the car merely rests upon the 
trucks and {s unconnected with it save 
for a two inch centre pin of negligible 
importance, 

Were it possible to make a solid unit 
of body and truck the problem would 
appear to have been solved, This 
however cannot be done for the one 
must be readily detachable from the 
other to facilitate repairs. How then 
to make them detachable at need and 
yet a solld unit in operation {s a ques- 
tion that has ..een golved by the Grand 
Trunk System after nearly two years 
careful work and its solution can fal 
ly be claimed to mark the greatest 
advance in ralflroading since Westing- 
house brought out his air-brake, No 
other ral‘road on this continent has 
taken any steps to work out such an 
equipment and no other rallroad in the 
world has been able to work out anv- 
thing of practical value. 

No {invention of such {importance 
was ever simpler. Only five solid 
castings, Jo complicated >. fragt! 
machinery, Nothing to ge* out o' 
work or be wrongly used. When ao- 
sembled the device resembl«s nothin, 
80 much as two gigantic nuts, one su- 
perimpoged upon th. other, and held 
together by easily removed vertical 
keys and pin. In a collision the 
force of the impact stops the trucks 
of each car tut since the object that 
has been struck continues to move 
and the bodias have-.a tendency to fol- 
Jow them; while the sudden applica 
tion of the brakes to the trucks sim" - 
taneous with the impact also causes 
the bodies to move, these last be- 
come partia'ly or entirely shifted from 
their normal position upon the trucks. 
The {mpact strikes the platforms of 
trucks first of all and if these remalin- 
ed even the danger of telescoping 
would be small but when the bodies 
are shifted ene inch higher than an-

It is evident that some force must 
he anplied to counteract the move- 
ment of the bodies and the only one 
aval'able has never been taken ad- 
vantage of— drake force which acts 
upon the whels that are attached to 
the truck. This ig why a device had 
to be plauned that would make truck 
and body a unit so as to allow the 
brake to act upon them both, In ad- 
dition the joining of the track to the 
body hange the wolrht of the former 
upon either «nd of the latter and to 
that extent helps to prevent the body 
from rising up. 

Impressed with certain accidents. 
Mr. J. Coleman, superintendent vf 
the Grand Trunk Car Department at 
Point St. Charles, started to work 
upon this {dea, as has been sald nea,- 
lv two years ago. Last August he 
submitted his invention, which he de- 
scribes as a centrifugal lock in the 
centre pate of the car, to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Chamberlin, who was ao 
impressed with {ts value that he or- 
dered the device to be added to all 
future equipment and at the present 
time it is being bullt into 96 Grand 
Trunk Pacific passenger cars, 

The weight of these cars varies 
from 80,000 'bs for a baggage car ‘o 
115.000 pounds for a passenger coach, 
while the weight of trucks varies from 
12,000 pounds for a four wheeled truck 
to 20,000 pounds for a six wheel-d 
truck,

FIRE-FREE 
Little Damage on Rocky Mountains 
Forest Reserves This Season 

During the season o/ 1912 there have 
been no dangerous fires within either 
the Brazeau or Athabaska Forests of 
the Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve. 
There have teen . few small fires 
along the new railway under con- 
struction within the Brazeau Reserve, 
caused by negligence on the part of 
contractors, but throughout the season 
the weather conditions have been so 
favorable that the danger of serious 
fires was almost negligible, 

The Brazeau and Athabaska forests 
are the two northerly divisions of the 
large Rocky Mountains forest resérve, 
and with propose’ additions const!- 
tute over one third the total area of 
the Rocky Monntains forest reserve on 
tne eastern slona of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, or ahout four and a half million 
acres. The offic. of the forest super- 
visor of these reserves is now situated 
within the Brazeau reserve, at Mile 37 
of the Alberta Coal Rranch, 46 miles 
sonthwest of Fdaon, the firat divieton 
‘lnoint on the main Ine af the GT 
P. Ry., 150 miles west of Edmonton 
During the season of 1912 there have 
heen fifteen forest rangers {n all sta- 
tloned at diferent noints over the two 
reserves, This, of course, {s a very 
Inadequate foren for such a large 
area.
